Introductory Comments: 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 22 to 28 under 35 U.S.C. 
section 112, second paragraph, as not complying with the amendment requirement. The 
Examiner also rejected claims 22-27 under 35 U.S.C. section 103 (a) as being 
unpatentable under U.S. Patent No. 6,314,539 to Jacobson et al. ("Jacobson") in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 5,710,779 to Whetsel ("Whetsel").
